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On 3 April, tuo silver-grey planes landed at Liuchou (109-16, 24-18) Airfield. 
This is the first time planes have landed at the field since the Chinese 
Communists occupied Kmngsi. About 150 ground crew personnel have arrived 
at this airfield.
